MACAO AND THE BRITISH. 
To the.kditor of the “Curya Mar.” 
_Honexone,. June 10, 1868, 

‘Sip, —After a vain attempé to plead “in 

behalf of Macao,” ‘it is satisfactory to ob-, 
sefve the-‘copfirmation’ef the expulsion. of 
the British subjects from the Holy City: 
‘Tho extract from thé “Annals of Macao ”. 
haa certainly corroborated the true quota: 
tious from the. Diary of Gotober 1839, bit 
T am at a loss to understand how it has 
“confirmed” such an assertion: as’ this ; 
“they (the Britishors) were at liberty to 
remain.ind he (the Governor :af Macao) 
would protect them, te.. ‘It-caunot bo: 
supposed that such soothing expressions 
could lave been made use of by the Gov- 
ernor of: Macao when the proclamation of 
neutrality waa-on the apis ; neither can it 
be supposed ‘that with such & proclamation 
. staring lim in the face, the Governor him- 
self would have diaréyirded it by. offering 
to “protect” the: English, ~ . ‘faking. it 
therefore for granted that the neuirality 
was proclaimed on the very. day (26th Aug.. 
1839) on which the British subjects’ shook 
the Praya Grande dust off their feet, does’ 
not then.the ttuth of your remark as to 
Macao having “‘ inhospitably shut her gates 
to British subjects,” appear as clearly de- 
monstrated as thé failure of:the attempt to 
contradict it ? 

But a few more quotations from . the 
Diary of August 1839. may not prove unin- 
teresting, and hers they aro —. ; 
“17th August, Mra-Eiliot and Mrs Taylor 

-left Macao, and took refuge on board a ship 

in the Typa, 19th. Mra Elliot sailed for 
Hongkong. : 28rd, Captain Elliot. left 
Macao accompanied by the members of H. 
“M. Commissior, for Hongkong. 26th, the 
whole of the British community, with the 
exception of My Stewart,’ left-and-went on 
board ships and schooners. in the Typa, 
27th, 28th auld 20th, the ships and schooners 
in the Typa are-11:. 30th, they all except 
the Ruparell left for Hongkong.” ave 


ARMY CRIMES AND PUNISHMENTS, 

:A correspoudent of the London Scotsman 
narrates the following illustrative: anec- 
dotes — .° . 

Ina certain barrack-yard a squadron of 
dragoons‘ were drawn up on foot ‘parade, 
and were being inspected by. an officer. who 
had lately joined the regiment, and was 
afflicted ‘ with ‘an unconguerable’ stutter, 
On. his- way down the ranks be halted in 
front of a soldier, whose appearance did 
not’ please his eys.. “Your b-b-belts are 
vevevery d-d-dirty, sir,” was his criticism, 
“T b-b-beg your -p-p-pardon, sir,” remon- 
strated the private, “but thep-p-p-pireclay 
was very b-b-bad.” The officer’s face flush- 
ed scarlet in-a minute, as a. titter rio 
along. the ranks, ‘*Cnck-cuck-confouid 
you, sir, are you mocking me?” “‘N-n-no, 
sur,” replied Jack, “by no m-m-maues.” 
D-d-dammn’ your. impudence,” roared the 
oilicdr, “ p-p-put him in the g-y-guard-room, 
sergeant.” Avid so the private. was march- 
ed off parade, stuttering most. vehewently 
as he went, and tlie mote he’ laboured to 
explain the angrier grew she. ofticer, The 
crime wont in against him of “ insolence to 
an officer on parade,” and when he appear- 
.ed before the ‘commanding . oflicer next 
morning, being mortally afraid of opening 
his. mouth atall, for fear more: stuttering 
would be construed into more insolenée, 
he was complimented with soven ‘days’ pack 
drill. I-am ot aware that this had a 
magical effect in loosening the knots in his 
tongue,” but I. beliéve he took exemplary 
care ever to open his: mouth ‘again in 
reply to an officer on any consideration 
whatsoever. tos 

The great.‘ hair” question is one whieh 
has long: proved a fertile source of discon- 
tent and guimblitig in the army; — In the 
old days of queues and-powder aud poma- 
tum many u soldior, I doubt not, regretted 
that he uot beon born, if not without’ head 
at least without any bair upon it. - Now-v- 
days in reyimonts where the regulation 
length, or rather shortness, is -rigidly’ én- 
forced, there isa chronic feud between the 
regimental, barber and -tho youny dandies 
who are given to curls aud lovelocks with 
which cherished -ornaments his ruthless 
shears inaterially interfere.’ The facial hir- 
sute appetidages. have likéwise caused no 
end of hicart-burnings. - Before the Crimean 
“war it will be recollected that infavtry rogi- 
menta were not.allowed to wear moustaches, 
On the other hand, cavalry soldiers were 
compelled to sport them, or. the semblance’ 
of them, We have never heard that a bot- 
tle of ‘thine incomparable oil, Macassar ?” 
or of Mis Skene’s Grinoutriar: was served 
out to the smooth-faced recruit: as part of 
hig kit, and that he was sequestered from 
the public oye till those spedifies had taken 
affect; but very old dragoons will remember 
how the youny- fellows wliose upper lips 
were not clad with the virile token used ‘to 
blacken ‘the bottom of a plate over a limp 
or candle, and with the colouring maitar 
produced by this:process improvise a pair 
of moustaches béfore yoing on parade.

long, ‘Depot of necessaries for castaways. 
Lanled from the brig Amherst, February 1, 
1868 By order of the -Government: oi 
Southland.’ ‘The other hut lard by is also 
in good repair, This islind is about three 
miles long and one and & half wide, “The 
N.W, side ig precipitous; the-tops of the 
cliffs covered with mosses and licheng,: but 
viy bare of pasture. In the sand _ hilla 
here the rabbits burrow, ‘and look vary. 
mulch at home. The :potatoss. planted by 
the General Grait's people are of very fuir 
size, aud had they been kept vlear of weeds 
would, I have no doubt, have thrown a. very. 
good:crop. The. goats on this island. are 
thriving, and. have inoreased their number. 
On ‘Monday, 3rd February, having detor- 
mined to form tliv depot in the straits whilst 
the. weather remainvd fine, we. decided to 
take the boats along the west coast, being 
anxious to see the cave which swallowed up 
the ill-fated General Grant; moreover, Ide- 
sired.to ascertain whether any.purtion of the 
wreck was yet visible.

we sot about securing it, 
which: was prompily. and effectually done 
by shoring up from both sides with planks 
taken-out of the Grafton, Fresh thateh 
laid on the top made all snug. We next 
took the spar, twonty-four feet long, which 
Captain Musgrave bad fashioned’ into a 
keel, obarred: its heel, and nailing firmly 
two ‘boards (each eiyht feet long, Tottored 
as at Endorby), on its top, at right angles, 
like the arms of'a semaphore, wo planted it 
six feot.in tho ground and abored well up, 
It stands in front of the hut, facing the 
harbour, | Cuse No, 2 we placed in the hut; 
with it a spade and a small box of books. 
As this hut is likely to be.used occasionally 
by sailors, I painted on the door—‘Be 
careful with fire.’ J left a lotter in a bottle 
fixed to the mast by.a-band of copper, 
‘The following tiorning we took the Graf- 
ton’s bowaprit in tow, and pulled down to 
the-peninsula, Here, close to.
